Bar Head Tells Plan in Talk 
To B. U. Law Alumni 


A plan for a representative and 
effective organization of American 
lawyers will become a reality in Bos- 


ton this coming summer, Judge Wil- 
liam L. Ransom of New York, Presi- 
dent of the American Bar Associa- 
tion, predicted here last night in an 
address to more than 350 alumni of 
the Boston University School of Law. 

He said the organization with a 
house of delegates representing the 
whole legal system, would be formed 
for the purpose of improving the 
practice of law and the maintenance 
of justice. 

Judge Ransom was the principal | 
speaker at the annual dinner of the! 
Boston University Law School Asso- 
ciation in the roof ballroom of the) 
Parker House. With him as guest 
of honor was Paul A. Dever, attor- 
ney-general, who was graduated 
from the school 10 years ago. & 

The American Bar Association 
will hold its annual convention here 
during the week of Aug. 24, and be- |— 
cause of the widespread interest in | 
the proposed plan for reorganization, | 
will probably be one of the largest | 
in the history of the association, | 
Judge Ransom said. 

“In view of the historic relation- 
ship of the legal profession to public 
affairs under a system of govern- 
ment according to law,” he said “the 
accomplishment of the task of ef- 
fective organization of the legal pro- 
fession takes on a considerable pub- 
lic importance in this time of tran- 
sition.” 

Atty.-Gen. Dever, after outlining 
| the work done by his department to 

‘prevent the practice of law by il- 

legal agencies, said that the state 

!was at present concerned with an 
| investigation into the “unauthorized 
| practice of law by the corporate fidu- 
ciaries of the commonwealth.” 

He said in part: 

, “It will be generally agreed that 
| hasty and _ ill-conceived action 
against financial institutions might 
lead to a loss of confidence in them 
on the part of the public, which 
would prove harmful to the financial 
structure of the commonwealth. 

“It would seem, therefore, to be 
the prudent course to make adequate 
| preparation for any effort that may 
| be made with reference to dealing 

with this important problem. This 
is based upon the inescapable pre- 
mise that the public interest will be 
clearly served by confining the bank- 
er to banking activities and leaving 
the practice of the law to duly ad- 
mitted members of the bar.”
